Mendotn have beeu dying by the thou- 
sand and various theoiieo have been ad- 
vanced as to tbe capse, tho latest being 
thut it lay iu n little worm winch operates 
in the throat nt tbo fish, thus producing 
Strangulation. Thu remarkable mortality, 
the like ot which old settlers remember 
occurred ill about ISfjO, has occasioned a 
vast ..mount of f.nrmiso and no lilrlo 
nlarrn, as it was Inured that Iho putrifyiug 
mass o' dead bodies washed up on the 
shores would produce n pestilence of 
aomo kind. This thought, iu view of the 
alarming prevalence- of ulioloru unJ other 
contagions iu the old world, bos induced 
a still deeper interest iu tbe subject. 


"At Marseilles, France, at tho eruption 


of tho cholcrn, the swallows of tho city 
boguu to die uud sooti ufturward nbau- 
doned flieir unlive hauuts entirely, taking 
then' flight to regions frao from tho pres- 
oiico ot thu pestilence. 
This (light im- 


pressed the inhabitaut.^with peculiar fear 
as they recognized in it au ovidunco ot 
nature's instinct forEelt-preEorvalion, and 
tho return of the little fullows was await- 
ed with tho gjeiitt'st anxiety, Tha de- 
parture of tbe birds from the cholera in- 
f.jstcd districts, simple as somo people 
would havo regarded it, w("j Unshed to all 
purls of tho civihzod world by the "tele- 
graph and men discussed tho circum- 
stance with tho liveliest interest. 


"About ten days ago, the swallows aud 


sparrows began to die at the State Insauo

G-overnor Eusk 
has observed a few o£ tho dead birds 
around his bomf, and others residing on

Jjuckmaster, of the Stato Insane hospital, 
has a theory ia regard to tho cause ot 
thoir deaths. He says that myriads of 
ilies swarm upon tbe putrifyiag bodies 
of tbo dead perch upon tbe shores of 
Lake Mendota, where they feast, and 
thnt thpi.o IH<>,, .u-o i-ritou 111 Krcat quuuLi- 
tira by Uio birds, which would indicate 
(but the death of the lalter is attributa- 
ble to the same cause as that of the form- 
er. If the birds really do dia from eat- 
ing tbe (lies, then tho superintendent 
states that he bolieves tbe fish, upon 
which the Hies feed, nro troubled with 
blood-poisoning. The mystery of the 
Cub. mortality certainly deepens, and is 
greatly intensified by tbo fatality which 
bus so recently stricken the birds "
